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Winter storm packs 
tornadoes, snow

WINSTON-SALEM, N.C. The severe winter 
weather that hit parts of the central and 
southern states on Christmas Day moved 
eastward Wednesday, causing flight delays and 
dangerous road conditions in the Northeast 
and Ohio Valley. 

Flights headed for New York, Philadelphia 
and Newark, N,J., were experiencing delays 
of more than an hour due to the inclement 
weather, the Federal Aviation Administration 
said. 

Nearly 900 flights had been canceled 
Wednesday, according to FlightAware.com. 

The National Weather Service issued bliz- 
zard and winter storm warnings in Illinois, In- 
diana and Ohio, as well as much of the North- 
east, and warned that the wintry weather 
would make for “treacherous” driving condi- 
tions for holiday travelers. 

More than 6 inches of snow might fall in 
those regions, while the area from western 
New York up into central Maine could get 
from 12 to 18 inches, the weather service said. 

As of Wednesday morning, Bloomington, 
Ind., already had nearly a foot of snow and 
Indianapolis had about 7 inches, according to 
AccuWeather.com. 

Severe thunderstorms and widespread rain

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were expected from southeast Virginia to 
Florida, with the eastern counties in North 
Carolina and South Carolina under tornado 
watches or warnings, the weather service said. 

The wet and snowy conditions follow a ma- 
jor winter storm system that swept through 
the South on Tuesday, spawning tornadoes 
in several states and causing the deaths of at 
least two people in weather-related road ac- 
cidents. 

Twisters struck in Alabama, Mississippi, 
Texas and Louisiana, flattening houses and 
causing injuries, according to weather service. 

Declaring a state of emergency, Mississippi 
Governor Phil Bryant deployed resources to 
the multiple counties in that state that re- 
ported damaged homes and businesses, pow- 
er outages and flooding. 

Tuesday’s storms also contributed to a 
21-vehicle pile-up that shut Interstate 40 in 
downtown Oklahoma City and caused power 
outages for tens of thousands of residents. 

A Texas man died after an accident involv- 
ing a toppled tree in the road, and there was 
another weather-related fatality on I-44 in 
Oklahoma, according to local authorities. 

In the Southeast, nearly 200,000 homes 
and businesses remained without electricity 
Wednesday following a Christmas Day winter 
storm packing snow, high winds and torna- 
does. 

The storm also dumped record snowfalls in 
North Texas and Arkansas.

Drinking at home can be cost-effective 
and help you loosen up—but is it risky?

It’s 11 p.m. at your favorite bar on a Satur- 
day night. Music’s blasting, some people are 
shouting in slurred voices and you're wait- 
ing in a packed line to order your first drink. 
Now imagine doing this stone sober. 

For many people, showing up to a crowded 
bar without a buzz doesn’t have much ap- 
peal. But a Swiss study that will be published 
in February found that drinkers aged 18-26 
who pregame consumed twice as much alco- 
hol over the course of a night than those who 
only drank at a bar, and that pregame drink- 


ers were more likely to suffer blackouts and 
engage in unplanned drug use and risky sex. 

That’s probably familiar news to anyone 
who’s woken up next to a stranger after a 
long New Year’s Eve, though the Swiss study 
is notable because it’s one of the first large- 
scale projects to measure actual data on pre- 
gaming. 

And it raises the question: What’s the 
socially acceptable age limit on pregaming? 
Sure, it’s common on college campuses, but 
do people change their pre-gaming behavior 
as they mature? 

For Danny Weiss, 26, of Logan Square, the 


motivation to have a few drinks before head- 


ing to a bar is purely financial. 

“Most people try to get a buzz going be- 
fore you go anywhere because you save a lot 
of money that way,” Weiss said. “If you’re 
drinking at somebody’s apartment, it’s going 
to be far cheaper, but you go to a bar to be 
social and drink with other people.” 

Weiss paints a casual scene of a group of 
friends listening to music and drinking what- 
ever beer or handle of liquor the host has 
provided—a pretty tame affair compared to 
the “power hours” and keg stands that some 
remember from college. 

Weiss says he has never had a terrible ex- 
perience that he would blame on pregaming. 
“Everyone has nights when they just overdo 
it a little bit. It’s normally not a product of 
one thing.” 
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Heartland of America leads in binge drinking

His views echo what Shannon Kenney, as- 
sociate director of Loyola Marymount Uni- 
versity’s Heads Up Alcohol Research Lab and 
a contributor to a brief about the Swiss study, 
has found among post-college drinkers. She 
says heavy pregaming tends to be most com- 
mon among underage drinkers, though she 
notes that it’s not limited to college years. 

“Those who are underage are a particularly 
high-risk subgroup. They’re motivated to pre- 
drink because they want to get a buzz before 


they go to a licensed premise, because they 
know they can’t get alcohol or it might be dif- 
ficult to get it where they’re going,” Kenney 
said. “Also the younger the drinkers are, they 
tend to have stronger sexually-based motiva- 
tions. They want to loosen up and make it 
easier to talk to members of the opposite or 
same sex.” 

As people transition out of college, take on 
more responsibilities and enter longer-term 
relationships, Kenney said, their drinking

tends to get less risky. 

That means fewer games of flip cup and 
more wine-and-cheeses cocktail hours. Or, 
in Rebecca Skoch’s case, not really pregam- 
ing much at all. 

“If ’m having people over and we’re 
staying at my house, I might make fancy 
cocktails, but if we’re going out or going 
to a restaurant, I don’t drink before I leave 
because I want to meet a friend first at The 
Violet Hour or get the wine pairings with the 
meal,” said Skoch, 28, who lives in Bucktown. 

“Usually, if I’m planning on going out, I’m 
more excited about the cocktails I might 
have at dinner than having anything before 
then,” she said. “For me and my friends, it’s 
more about the Chicago food scene, check- 
ing out the new restaurants and bars and 
having a drink. It’s not about getting drunk

at all anymore.” 

Though she fully admits to drinking Carlo 
Rossi wine from a Nalgene bottle in college, 
Skoch thinks her more mature attitude is 
typical of her friends in their late 20s, who, 
she says, care more about how a cocktail 
tastes than how fast they can drink it. 

Because binge drinking, which often ac- 
companies pregaming, has been shown to 
increase one’s likelihood for accidents, in- 
jury and unprotected sex, Skoch also saves 
herself a lot of headaches by confining her 
drinking to the bar or restaurant. 

“Even if I get a little tipsy, a lot of people 
drunk dial, but I’ll probably ask a chef if I 
can {volunteer at his restaurant}. That’s what 
happens when I have too much to drink.”

Remember the original Bub City? I certainly 
didn’t. Rich Melman of the Lettuce Enter- 
tain You restaurant group opened the crab 
shack-inspired bar back in 1989 on Weed 
Street, and it closed in the late ’90s. With 
fond memories of working in the restaurant 
as kids, Melman’s children, RJ, Jerrod and 
Molly (the nightlife forces behind Hub 51 
and Paris Club), have updated Bub City in 

a 5,500-square-foot River North space. Un- 
like other swank Melman ventures such 
as RPM Italian, this bar’s all country 
swagger, denim and barbecue. The 
team has proved they know how 
to attract Chicago’s scenesters 
to their other venues, but 
opening a more casual 
bar—with a barbecue 
and seafood menu, no 
less —is new territory for 
the siblings. Could the 
sequin set go country? 
Turns out, I had to spill 
buffalo sauce on my 

shirt to find out. 


Whoa, these 
drinks! 

Before I had made up my 
mind about eating, I quickly 
ordered my first cocktail (all 
$10) from Paul McGee’s menu. 
Since he left The Whistler about a 
year ago, McGee has been working with 
the Melmans to open Bub City, as well as 
the forthcoming tiki lounge below it called 
Three Dots and a Dash, set to open by Feb- 
ruary. “Paul McGee says the only thing we 
take too seriously here is the cocktails and 
the food,” RJ Melman said. How right he

I was halfway through the glass, I realized 
I would definitely be needing food—this 
drink had enough tequila in it to have me 
whistling “Country Roads.”

Alison Sudol of A Fine Frenzy admits it hasn’t been 
easy to shake off her critics—or learn to ride a bike

In 2009, Alison Sudol (who records under the name A Fine Frenzy) released “Bomb in a Bird- 
cage,” a catchy and charming electro-pop album whose songs earned placement in work like 
the Selena Gomez film “Monte Carlo” and Zac Efron romance “The Lucky One.” 

Her gorgeous, quiet recent album “Pines” is just a bit different. Well, a lot different. 

“T thought everyone would think I was crazy and wrote a record about a tree,” Sudol says of 
“Pines,” which indeed is about a tree and is a perfect record to listen to as temperatures drop. 


“I was very aware of how nuts that sounded!” 


While in Chicago to perform at the Vic Theatre, the 27-year-old singer-songwriter talked 
about being dangerous on a bike, listening to “Pines” in the forest and why she'd be a terrible 


judge on a TV singing competition. 


You tweeted earlier that you wanted to rent 
an old bike from someone today. How come? 
That’s a secret. [Laughs.]} {I want to} borrow 
a bike for a little project that ’m doing. 


Pll assume you can ride a bike and play piano 
simultaneously at your shows. 

I can barely ride a bike period. Yeah, I actu- 
ally only learned like four years ago. 


Was it challenging to learn as an adult? 
Very. And humbling. And also I did it in 
Amsterdam. I just decided to rent a bike in 
Amsterdam and it’s pretty much the worst 
place [for that] ... Ifyou’re going to learn how 
to ride a bike as an adult, do it somewhere 
where there’s no people in the middle of 
the countryside. Don’t do it where people 
are born on bikes basically. I actually hit a 
whole group of people on bikes on my bike. 
[Laughs] It was awesome. 


What did they say? 

I was so horrified ... {I said], “I’ve never rid- 
den a bike, I’m sorry, I’m sorry.” They’re like, 
“Tt’s OK. Leave. Go away.” 


What's the ideal listening environment for 
“Pines”? Have you listened to it in the forest 
yet? 

Ihave. Actually right after I finished the 
record, it wasn’t mixed yet but I went up to 
the redwoods and started listening to it in 
different environments. And I was listening 
to it walking through the redwoods which 
was pretty magical, and also I drove from 
Mendocino through Napa down to my 
grandparents’ house and it was raining and 
there were beautiful fields with farmhouses 


and vineyards and hills and forests and I was 
driving listening to the record. That was a 
pretty powerful way to listen. 


So that’s what you’d recommend to people? 
Yeah. It’s also great to listen to just when 
you're at home in front of the fire. But it’s 
definitely that’s good to have quiet. There’s a 
lot of really still moments in it, and if you’re 
trying to run around you might be like, “Ahh, 


it’s too slow.” 


Why did you think people would laugh 
when you said the album was somewhat of 
a fable? 

I just didn’t know what to expect. I was so 
vulnerable with it. And cared so much that 
I think I just didn’t know how people would 
take it. I just didn’t want to get deterred. I 
think it was more just if someone happened 
to say something, because on the previous 
record there were three or four comments 
made that were very offhand that rattled 
around in my brain for such a long time. ’m 
really sensitive when I’m writing. 


About the material on the last album? 

Yeah, when I was writing. And it really stuck 
with me and it caused me a lot of pain, so I 
just figured this time around I would just not 
even risk it. 


I don’t want to make you relive anything, 
but can you give any sense of what those 
comments were or why they struck sucha 
chord? 

It doesn’t really matter what the comments 
were because it’s more the effect they had 
on me. And I think the only reason they had

such an effect on me is because emotionally 
I wasn't really stable. I wasn’t centered. And 
that had nothing to do with anybody else. 
That had to do with me and my life and hav- 
ing gone through quite a huge life transfor- 
mation from writing songs in my parents’ 
garage and living at home to touring all over 
the place and having major pressure and 
being looked at and not necessarily being a 
private person anymore and being really hard 
on myself. I was so raw by the time I started 
writing that record and was trying to not be 
raw so I was trying to just be like, “No, I’m 
fine. Good. I’m going to just make another 
record,” and it put me in a very weird mental 
space. It wouldn't have mattered; someone 
was going to say something that was going to 
mess with my head. It doesn’t have anything 
to do with anybody else. I realize that now 
that I’ve gone through this whole process. 
No one can shake you unless you let them 
shake you. 


You're doing passionate, personal, beautiful 
stuff, and lately all you hear is Britney, Nicki 
and Christina being attached as judges on 
“The Voice” and other shows. How do you 
feel about that trend of musicians moving 
on to being not recording artists but vocal 
judges? 

I think it’s all just different choices. I would 
be just the worst judge. Well, first of all that’s 


not the way that I approach music anyway so 
I would just gravitate toward all the people 
that would [make people} be like, “Why are 
you going for this person?” {Laughs.] I think 
it’s great to grow. I think it’s great to expand. 
I wrote a book and I made a film and that 
was so wonderful and challenging, and at the 
end of the day music is my center. It’s my 
core. I think everyone has their own path. 


Why wouldn’t you be a good judge? All due 
respect to Britney Spears, but you can actu- 
ally sing. 

Mmm. Thank you. I think judging has 
nothing to do with singing. I don’t know 

that Simon Cowell sings. And I think that I 
approach music as an art form and I believe 
in singing from the heart, and I don’t think 
it’s necessarily who can hit the highest note 
or the longest note or the loudest or do the 
most runs or be the most showy. For me 
that’s not what music is about, but that’s not 
necessarily what will win you a competition.

Don’t misunderstand: Gregg Gillis still loves 
what he does. 

As Girl Talk, Gillis samples other art- 
ists and creates brand new songs 
out of those tunes.
